CEIMINAIi TABLES FOE THE YEAR I860. 



Explanations and Calculations with reference to the accompanying Tables. 



The followiag Tables are compiled from Returns made to the Local Inspectors 
of the Gaols by the Clerks of the Giwvn and Peace, pursuant to 7 Geo. TV., 
chap. 74 ; and being compared with the records of each gaol, furnish a 
statement of tlic amount of crime in the respective counties in Ireland, as 
shown by tlie number of persons committed for trial, during the year 1850. 

Tables have also been prepared, showing for each county, separately, the 
sex of tlie pei'sons committed, tlieir age, and degree of instruction, so far as 
these particulars can be ascertained. 

Summaries ai’e annexed, showing at one view the total number of persons 
committed for trial or bailed in each county in Ireland collectively, the de- 
scription of offence with which charged, and the result of tlie proceedings. 

During the period between the years 1848-1845, tiiere was no veiy re- 
markable fluctuation in the decreasing number of committals ; and although 
the year 1S4G shows an increase of 10*75 per cent, as compared with the 
luevious year, still it was only in 1847 that the committals increased in 
the enormous number of 12,717 or GS*7G per cent. In tlie years 1848 and 
1849 a further considerable increase appears, but in the year 1850, it is 
gratifying to state that a considerable decrease has occurred. 

The Criminal Returns for 1850 present a decrease of 10,6G3 committals, 
or 25*90 per cent, as compared with the preceding year.

It hence appears that C'onnawiht shows the greatest decrease, while m 
Vhter the diminution is the least eonsiderahle. It need hardly, however, he 
remarked, apart from the consideration of relative population, &c., &c., tliat, 
whereas the greatest distress existed in the former province, and crime 
conseiiuently increased, and the latter was. comparatively speaking, nearly 
free from those aggravating influences, it is quite natural that, on a gradual 
ahatement of distress, the locality tvhich suffered most from it should also 
show a more immediate decrease in crime. No increase of crime, however, 
occurs in any of the four provinces. 

Considering the committals with reference to crime, the following Table 
I .*i-cura a. irime. gj-pjPjitg their increase or decrease, under each of the six different heads or 
classification, into which they have been divided.

Committals with Considered as to their cliaraeter, in Class, No. 1, “ the offences against the 
rercreofc to chav, ,vith violence,” the criminal records show a decrease under the 

ae;erola-ime. jlurder” of S7, as compared with the preceding year, or BO-44 per 

cent., while of the 113 committed for that crime in 18B0, 07 were acquitted 
on trial. 

The committals for “ Shooting at, stabbing, &c.,” have also diminished 
from 00 to 03, or 0 per cent. ; and for “ Mimslaughter" from 173 to 150, or 
13-39 per cent. ; while, on the other hand, the committals for “ Bape," which 
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decreased from 56 in 1848 to 43 in 1849, liave increased to 53 in 1850, or 
23‘25 per cent., but the decrease in “ Assaults” is 950, or 96-94 per cent. 

In Class No. 9, “ Offences against property witli violence,” the crimes of 
“Burglary,” “Mail robbery,” “ Breaking within the curtilage of dwelling,” and 
“ Stealing,” exhibit an increase respectively of 8, 3, and 68, or 1-13, 300 and 
900 per cent, over 1849, while “ Sacrilege” presents a decrease of 7 or 18-49 
per cent. 

In Class No. 3, the decrease has arisen chiefly in “ Cattle stealing,” under 
the several heads of that crime, and “ Larceny the committals for the 
former being 9,776, or 68-95 per cent., and for the latter 3,725, or 92-49 per 
cent, less than those of the preceding year-. Larceny to the value of ^5, 
larceny from the person, stealing from vessels in port, stealing from bleach- 
green, steahng goods in process of manufacture, and frauds, exliibit an increase 
respectively of 105, 109, 3, 9, 4, 3, or 87'50, 28'89, 70, 900, 400, and 9-34 
per cent, over 1849. 

Ill Class No. 4, “ Malicious offences against property,” there is a further 
decrease, under the head “ Ai'son,” of 11, or 6-11 per cent., and in Killing 
or maiming cattle” there is a decrease of 146, or 310-63 per cent. 

Class No. 5, “ Offences against the currency,” shows a decrease of 91 or 
7-74 per cent, under those in 1849. 

In Class No. 6, the decrease is principally under the heads of “ Riot” and 
“ Rescue,” the former being 550, or 15-71 per cent., and the latter 1,611, or 
34-36 per cent, less tlian in 1849. In “ Administering and taking unla\\fful 
oatlis” tliere is also a decrease of 91, or 77'78 per cent. ; and in ‘‘ Peijury, 
or subornation of peijuiw,” there is a decrease of 6, or 11'39 per cent. In 
“ Prison breaking” there is an increase of 5, or 50 per cent., and in “Vagrancy 
of 13, or 9-35 per cent, over those of 1849 ; but in “Felonies and misde- 
meanors” there is adecrease respectively of 116 and 139, or 40*28 and 14'28 
per cent, under 1849. 



Having viewed the genci'al character of crime, and its comparative in- 
crease or decrease, it might be well, perhaps, to consider these particulars 
with reference to locahties ; and in order to give, as before stated, a more 
general view of the subject, this Table is divided according to provinces.

The remarks made above on a table ’nearly similar in its nature to tlie 
foregoing, apply with equal force to this. 

Too much sti’ess must not certainly be laid on any decrease in “ crime,” as 
compared with the year 1849, on account of the very unfavourable circum- 
stances of tliat year; and perhaps if the general character of crime during 
the last four years be considered, a better estimate inay be made as to the 
comparative value of the decrease of crime. This will more fully appear 
from the following Table : —

Of the IT capital sentences passed in I860, 8 were executed, and 9 com- 
muted to tronspoi-tation. 

On comparing the number of committals for offences witlr the number of 
convictions for such offences, it appears tliat of the 31,326 committed, 
17,108 were convicted, being 54-61 per cent., and 14,218 were acquitted 
aiul discharged, or about 45'39 per cent. Altliough, as will be more fully 
shown by a subsequent Table, the number of convictions for the year 
1850 exceeds those of any previous year, and the number acquitted has 
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consequently decreased in a correspondiftg ratio, still the convictions 
during the last seven years have rarely exceeded an average of 45 
per cent. 

The acquittals of course vary as the natiice of the cfffence increases or 
diminishes the difficulty of proof, and are also necessarily affected by the 
magnitude of the punishment.' 

Thus, under Class 1, involving the most serious offences, the number con- 
victed is only 1,610, -while the number acquitted; amounts to' 2,692 under 
Class 2, 1,067 were con-victed and 1,167 acquitted. In .Class 8, a greater 
increase of convictions occui's, 11,256 being ’con-victed and 5,481 acq-uitted; 
but convictions are found again to be on the decre'^e in the 'other" chisses. 

The comparative increase of convictions in Class ff, easily be- explained 
by the fact, that the offences classified under that head being offences against 
property, the greater facility of proof, added to the natural desh-e of the 
party aggi’ieved to trace and recover his property, render the offender’s con- 
viction a matter of less difficulty than it otlierwise -woul^'lje; nevertheless, 
although the difficulties attending the conviction of offenders in^ Ireland are, 
no doubt, considerably increased by certain peculiar circumstances in the 
social condition of the country, it cannot but be obseiwed that the proportion 
acquitted though appearing this year in^-a somewhat diminished rate, is 
still very considerable.

Hating duly examined tlieir degree of instmctioii, the few other facts 
which the Tables have now to present relate only to the sex and age of the 
persons committed. 

The decrease of committals in the last year refei'S to the males and females 
inclusive, but the decrease of the females is general throughout every class 
of crime, as well as of the males also, exclusive of a small increase of 2'i5 
per cent, in Class 5 (forgery and offences against tlie currency, &c.). On the 
whole, however, the decrease of the males, generally speaking, is greater, 
amounting in tlie total of all offences to 27-Oa per cent., the females only 
exhibiting a decrease of 18‘82 per cent.

The ages of crlminEtls have for several years progressively sliown an in- 
creased proportion of the younger criminals, and although the year 1850 
exhibits a decrease of tliis class of offenders, it is not so veiy remarkable as 
to call for any special observations. The most considerable decrease occurs 
iir those under 30 years of age, but the veiy great number of unascertained 
cases render it necessary that the Return should be received with some 
caution : it is, moreover, quite obvious that, with such a large number of 
laiccTtain cases to contend witli, no very certain or positive data can be 
arrived at.
